And therefoꝛe all Conſtables and other Officers whom it doth oꝛ may concern, are required to 
take cart foꝛ diſcovering and bzinging to Pumlhment wholoe ver [hall offend in the Pꝛemiſſes: 
And fo: that end they are to enter into any ſuſpected Houſes befoze-mentioned, and into any 
Tavern, Inn, Ale⸗houſe, Uictualling-houſe , Coffee-houſe, oꝛ other Tipling-houſe, oz 
Gaming-houſe, to ſearch ſoꝛ ſuch dil oꝛderly Perſons, as (hall be found miſ-behaving them- 
ſelves, tipling, 02 otherwiſe doing contrary to the ſaid Tas, and to levy the Penalties and 
cauſe the Offenders to come bekoꝛe ſome of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace of this City, 
to be dealt withal accoꝛding to Law. 


And whereas the Streets and Common Paſſages, and all Places of Publick Meeting and 
Reſozt, are excecdingly peſtered and annoyed by Uagrants and Beggars, and that foꝛ ſup- 
pꝛeſſing and avoiding of that greateſt living Nuſance , eſpecial Reſolution is taken to put in 
execution againſt them the good Taws in fozce with all Strictnels and S:verity : The ſaid 
Conſtables therefoze are charged aud required to appzehend all Rogues, Uagaboads, and 
ſturdy Beggars, that (hall be found begging, vagrant, wandzing, oꝛ mil⸗oꝛdering themſelves 
Within their reſpective Pariſhes and P2ecincts , and ſuch of them as Mali appear to have Dwel- 
lings 02 Abode within the City oꝛ Liberties to carry to Bridewel, there to be received and dealt 
withal accoꝛding to Law, and others to puniſh and pals away from Parillz to Pariſh the next 
ſtreight way to the Parillh where they Were bozn, if the lame may be known by the Parties 
Confeſſion oz otherwiſe , o2 if it be not known, then to the Pariſhes where they laſt dwelt, 
befoze the ſame Punilhment, by the ſpace of one Whole year; oꝛ if that cannot be well known, 
then to the Pariſhes to Which they laſt paſſed without Punilhinent ; upon the Penalty and 
Foxfeiture of Ten ſhillings foz every default. Allo every Pnhabitant is to appꝛehend ſuch 
Beggars, &c- as he (hall know to reſoꝛt to his Houſe to beg oꝛ receive Auns, and carry 02 
cauſe thein to be carried to the next Conſtables; upon like Penalty 02 Fozfeiture of Ten ſhillings 
fo: every Offence. And ſuch Conſtable is thereupon to punill) and paſs away ſuch Beggar 
as afo:clatd;upon the Penalty of Twenty lhillings foꝛ every default. 

And that the Dwellings of all Conſtables may be known; and themſelves mo:e readily 
found, they are foꝛthwith (which of late hath been neglected) to have their Staffs duly placed 
oz fixed at their Street-doo2s in open view of all Paſſengers; and themſelves to remain 
conſtantly at home, oꝛ leave ſome other fit and able Perſons to perfoꝛm their Office in their 
Abſence. Andthe ſeveral Mards and Pariſhes are without delay to p2ovide (where any are 
wanting) and to repair, and from time to time ſufficiently to maintain Cages, Stocks, Poſts, 
and other Inſtruments foz coꝛrecting and puniſhing this ſo:t of Offenders as the Law requires. 

And mozeover, the two Marſhals of this City are commanded (accoꝛding to the antient 
erpzeſs Oꝛders of their Plate and Duty) to be on hozſe-back, and their Men, with the Beadles 
of the four Hoſpitals that (ſhall be thereunto appointed, on foot, ſometimes with them, and 
ſometimes without them, as occaſion (hall require; and to ride and walk about, and compaſs 
all the Streets, Lanes, Alleys, and Coꝛners of the City and Liberties, every day, duly and 
diligently ; and ſo diſpoſe and divide themſelves, that once every day they oz ſome of them may 
ſurvey every Quarter of the City: And that, as they paſs thꝛough the Streets, they appꝛe⸗ 
hend all Uagrants and wandzing Rogues and Beggars, Men, men and Childzen, and 
carry them either to Bridewel, oz to the Conſtable of the Place Where they (hallbe appꝛehended, 
to be conveyed and paſſed as the caſe (halt require and is befoze directed. They are alſo to 


take notice of, and p:eſent ſuch Conſtables as they find remils and negligent of their Duty 


in this Service, to the end they may be pꝛolecuted and 8 accozding to Law, And foz 
their moꝛe Readineſs herein, are to take Ynfozmation the Beadles of the Mards of the 
Names and Dwbelling-Places of every Conſtable within their ſeveral Wards, and of each 
ones ſeveral Pzecine, that ſo they may find themeafily upon all Occaſions, | 


And the laid Marſhals are to keep an exact and true Note, in Waiting in a Book, of every 
— op Wandꝛing I „and Beggar, which wall be appꝛehended by them, and delt- 
vered to any Conſtable, oꝛ carried by them immediately to Bridewel, together with his Surname 


and Name of Baptiſm, and the Place of his oz her Birth, and if that cannot be found, the 
Platt of prong her laſt wenn, m therevenofurh, then the Place tvhere He op be laſt paſt 


wn 


Porter of Bridewel Is to keep a Book wherein he Wall truly e 
Name of Baptiſm, Place of Birth, and other the Pzemiſles of oz concerning every ſuch 
Perſon (hall be delivered intothe Cuſtody of that Hoſpital. 

Likewiſe fo2 the Health and Cleanlineſs of the City, all Inhabitants, Houſjolders, and 
others concerned, are warned and required to keep the Streets befoze their Houſes and Gꝛound 
Daly paved and \Wept, and the Soil to be taken up and kept in Baskets, Tubs, oz other Ueſ- 
ſels, till the coming of the Raker, upon pain of Thzce ſhulings Four pence ; and not to thꝛow 
oꝛ ſuffer any Ales, Dart, 02 other Filth to be caſt out into the Streets befoze their oſon Gzound 
02 Houſes, upon pain of Five ſhillings ; no2 befoze their Neighbours, oꝛ any Church oꝛ Church- 
Nard, oꝛ other publick E lace o: Building, 02 into any Common Dink, Uault, Tater: courſe, 
o Sewer, upon pain of Twenty ſhillings ; being the reſpective Penalties fo2 every Offence 
in thole ſeveral Caſes p2ovided by a late Ac of Parliament) And the Scavengers to ſee the 
laid Streets acco2dingly \Wept and cleanſcd, oꝛ the Offenders pꝛolecuted and puniſhed, and 
the Soil, Dirt, and Rubbill) daily taken up and carried away by the Rakers, as by theſaid Act 
and ſeveral other Acts, O2ders, and late Pꝛecepts in that behalf hath been enjoyned and directed. 

Moreover, foꝛ the Common Dafety and Peace of the City, and Convenience of all whoſe 
Affairs may occalion them to travel oz walk abzoad at ſcaſonable hours in the dark of the 
Evenings, all Inhabitants are required duly to hang and keep out their Candle Light to the 
accuſtomed hour; and the Conſtables to ſet and continue their Matches at ſuch times, and 
of ſuch number of able Men, and in all other reſpects, as by Acts of Common Council in this 
behalk is directed and appointed, 

And koꝛal much as the Franchiſes and Liberties of this City are of late years much invaded 
and violated by Foꝛreiners, Strangers, Aliens, and others taking upon them the Employment 
of Bꝛokers upon the Royal Exchange, London; His Lozdſhip doth Oꝛder With the Advice afoze- 
ſaid; That no Perſon oꝛ Ferſons whatſoever ſhall at any time hereafter ule the Feat oꝛ Exerciſe 
of a B2oker, oꝛ by any means deal 02 intermeddle as a Bꝛoker, between Merchant and Mer- 
chant, oꝛ other Buyer 02 Seller within the ſaid City and Liberties foꝛ Fee oꝛ other P2ofit, unleſs 
he be firſt duly admitted, and Woꝛn to deal truly betwirt the Buyer and the Seller, and bound 
by Recognizance, accoꝛding to a late Ac of Common Council in that behalf, and upon the 
Penalties therein contained. 

And his Loꝛdſhip doth declare, That he Will not only deem it a good and acceptable Service 
in any, Who, frem good and honeſt Intentions, hall bing Complaint oꝛ Infoꝛmation of any 
the befoze-mentioned oꝛ other like Dffences agaiuſt His Majeſties Peace and the quiet Eſtate 
and Government of this City; but Will give all juſt Encouragement and Rewards allo (where 
the Law directs) to ſuch honeſt and well⸗ meaning Perſons as (ſhall employ themſelves to this 
pyrpoſe fo2 the Publick TUelfare. 

And to the end that no Conſtable o2 other Officers oꝛ Miniſters of Juſtiee, may be any ways 
diſcouraged in their lawful, diligent, and vigoꝛous Pꝛolecution of the pzemiſſes; It is pꝛo⸗ 
vided, That if they oꝛ any of them (hall be reſiſted in the juſt and laWful Execution of their 
Charge andDuty, 02 inany Wiſe affroated o2 abuſed, they (hall be encouraged, maintained, 


and vindicated by the Juſtice, Oꝛder, and Authozity of the Court of Aldermen, and the Offen- 
ders p2oſecuted and punilhed acco2ding to Law,
